At $100 A Plate GOP Hopes 
To Wipe Out Party Deficit 


WASHINGTON • AP)—President 
Kennedy called today for a $ 193- 
million expansion of permanent 
federal welfare outlaj's, with a 
shift in emphasis from doling out 
“relief checks” to the rebuilding 
of wrecked lives and careers. 
The remedies “will not come 
cheaply but in the long run they 
will save money,” Kennedy said 
in a special message to Congress. 
He urged permanent extension 
of the one-year program to aid 
dependent children of the jobless, 
more spending on rehabilitation 
work, increased grants for child 
welfare, added funds for the day 
care of children of working moth­ 
ers and removal or reduction of 
residence requirements for relief. 
The President slapped at dras­ 
tic local efforts to slash relief 
rolls, without directly naming the 
instance which has stirred nation­ 
al controversy, that of Newburgh, 
N.Y. 
The message said: “Communi­ 
ties 
which 
have—for 
whatever 
motives—attempted to save mon­ 
ey through ruthless and arbitrary 
cutbacks in their welfare rolls 
have found their efforts to little 
avail. 
The 
root 
problem 
re­ 
mained.” 
By 
contrast. 
Kennedy 
said, 
communities which 
have “tried 
the rehabilitative road” for relief 
clients have fared better: “Fami-

«INJURY FROM ( OLD) 


The United States is uu tne midst 
of an unusuaiiy severe winter, with 
sub - freezing 
tem peratures

Many states and regions have 
undergone their severest cold wea­ 
ther in many years, wuth | conse­ 
quent sharp increase in more or 
less severe injuries from intense 
cold. 
Be alert for beginning cold in­ 
jury before tissue damage becomes 
severe, cautions Today's Health, 
magazine of the American Med­ 
ical Association, 
a badly affect­ 
ed part, such as the ears or toe», 
may become aggravatingly sensi­ 
tive to cold. Early symptoms of 
frostbite may be mild; soon the 
nerve endings that give warning 
do not function. 
Once 
affected 
the 
body part 
should be warmed quickly. Im­ 
mersion in lukewarm — not hot— 
water, or a warm wet towel will 
help. Hot water bottles should be 
wrrapped, 
not 
placed 
directly 
against the skin. Lacking heated 
water, use warm blankets. Do not 
rub the affected part. Give a hot 
liquid, such as coffee. Usually it 
is best not to open blisters. 
For cases of prolonged exposure 
to cold, place the victim in a tub of 
warm water, or wrap him well. 
Keep the water warm, testing often 
and the room warm, with some 
humidity. After recovery begins, 
dry the victim thoroughly, but don’t 
rub damaged tissue. Then wrap 
him well and give a hot drink.

In New Stale Directory 


The 1962 Directory of Missouri 
Newspapers lists 360 publications, 
■ according to Harrv Guth, r., co- 
i publisher of the Perryville, Mo., 
Perry County Republican and 91st 
president of the Missouri Press As­ 
sociation. 
The directory is published by 
Missouri Press Service, advertising 
affiliate of the press association. 
Both groups are located in Colum­ 
bia, Mo., and both will be under 
Guth’s direction in 1962. 
Of the 360 newspapers, amost 
all of which are members of the 
association. 
296 
are 
published 
weekly, 
five twice-weekly, and 
two are tri-weeklles. Fifty-seven 
are dailies publishing five or more 
days per week. 
Guth points out that while there 
are 4 fewer newsoaner^ listed in 
the 1962 directory than in 1961, to­ 
tal circulation in the state has in­ 
creased. Combined weekly circula­ 
tion is 573.757, compared with 564 - 
780 last year. Outstate daily cir­ 
culation has grown from 455,852 to 
458.780, although the four metro­ 
politan dailies show a slight de­ 
crease from 1,392,488 to 1,392,328. 
Total subscribers to 
Missouri’s 
legally-recognized newspapers — 
those defined as newspapers by 
Missouri, statutes — thus number 
2,424 865 as comoared with last 
year’s 2,413,120. To be legally ac­ 
credited, and eligible for member­ 
ship in Missouri Press Association 
newspapers must have paid gener­ 
al ciruclation, a second class postal 
permit, and must have been pub­ 
lished continuously and consecu­ 
tively for a t least three years. 
Among those listed for the first 
time in the directory are the In­ 
dependence Pictorial News, Web­ 
ster Groves Advertiser, and Orrick 
Sentinel. Newspapers ceasing pub­ 
lication last year through mergers 
or suspension were the 
Corder 
Journal. Joplin Southwestern, New 
Cambria Leader, Webster Groves 
News-Times, Rolla New E ra Ad­ 
vertiser, and Rolla Daily Herald. 
Every county in the state has 
at least one newspaper. Some of 
the larger, more populous counties, 
especially those near the metro­ 
politan areas, have eight or more 
newspapers.

He described the purpose of the 
Institute as one of supporting other 
peace groups. “ We’re just trying 
to contribute to an understanding 
of what the problem of war and 
peace is all about,” he said. “ Peace 
is /•eally a new. massive concern 
of humanuty — now that human­ 
ity can commit mass suicide.” 
The Institute is, in fact, a peace 
group’s peace group, not an "ac­ 
tion” group itself.

It is a tax - exempt foundation 
which bankrolls other peace organ­ 
izations, Its income la^t year was 
more than half a million dollars.

They cannot decontaminate 
radioactive water. 
Clothes said to be safe from fallout. The FTC says a reg­ 
ular raincoat gives just about the same protection. 
“Survival kits” packaging a variety of foods presented 
as particularly “sate.” In fact, ordinary canned and sealed 
foods are just as safe—at half the price in your regular 
grocery store. 
These and a considerable range of other flimsy items ap­ 
pear to have one thing in common: They are less designed 
For the physical survival of the purchaser than for the eco­ 
nomic survival of the seller. The Better Business Bureaus 
properly are after these fly-by-nighters hot and heavy.

FAIRNESS OF RIGHT TO WORK 
LAWS DRAMATIZED IN COURT 


The North Dakota Supreme Court has dramatized the 
fact that Right to Work laws are intended to and do pro­ 
tect citizens who wish to join a labor union—against the 
wishes of the employer. A North Dakota packing company 
was alleged to have fired several employees for voting for 
Teamster Union, Local 123, in a representation election. In 
a case entitled Sands v. Queen City Packing Company the 
employees sued. In the trial court, their case was dismissed 
and a request for a new trial was denied. In reversing and 
granting a new trial, the Supreme Court said the Right to 
Work law “places but one limitation upon the employer’s 
right to discharge an employee, and that is that such dis­ 
charge cannot be made on account of union memt>ership or 
non-membership of the employee.’* 
The employer took the case back to the Supreme Court on 
a rehearing. The court’s decision was consistent. It empha­ 
sized that the employees had a right to sue under the Right 
to Work law even though the law had no penalty provision. 
Thus, with union officials approving, the employees, seek­ 
ing redress against an employer, used the law that so many 
union officials have always condemned. Right to Work laws 
in many other states have been used by unions and employees 
to obtain redress for infringements upon worker freedom. 
The preponderance of use, however, has been in protecting 
workers who do not wish to join a particular union in order 
to get and hold a job.

BUDGET TRICK 


The Rural Electrification Administration, which began 
life as a means of stringing power lines to the remote farm­ 
ers not yet served by commercial power companies, has 
come a long way. Today, it serves urban consumers and 
even industries. 
All organizations grow if they can, and REA has made 
quite a record of growth. It’s no wonder, when you con­ 
sider that REA co-ops can borrow money from the Govern­ 
ment at less than it costs the Government to borrow it, and 
the taxpayer makes up the difference. And the REA co­ 
ops enjoy tax exemptions on their earnings on top of that. 
Many Congressmen are becoming a little impatient with 
REA — because it competes with tax-paying businesses and 
pays only token taxes. Those served by REA co-ops are in 
no way different from customers of ordinary electric com­ 
panies, but get their electricity virtually tax-free. This is 
discrimination between citizens. 
With almost every part of the U.S. now electrified, and 
with REA co-ops showing cash surpluses, it is probable that 
Congressmen looking for budget items to trim might sooner 
or later zero in on REA’s unusual privilege of borrowing 
from the Treasury. 
To prevent this from happening and to conceal the growth 
of REA, a new* proposal is now being made. It’s tricky, but 
really fairly easy to understand. 
As things stand now, Congress must authorize the amount 
of new REA loans in the Federal budget. As loans and in­ 
terest are repaid, the money goes direct to the Treasury. 
The new scheme would allow’ repayments and interest to 
go to REA. and only loans exceeding these collections would 
have to be approved by Congress. This would assure that 
Congress could not cut back REA’s lending power sharply, 
and it would deceive people about how’ much the REA was 
actually lending.

So he throws his arms around 
and by accident, he finally gets 
his thumb (sometimes his fingers* 
into his mouth. 
This starts up the usual nurs­ 
ing routine. And the saliva that 
is generated helps neutralize the 
acid m his stomach. 
Besides, the muscular action of 
nursing will also drain off a little 
of the youngster’s frustrated ener­ 
gy- 
You cigarette smokers may be 
interested to learn that psychia­ 
trists regard you as overgrown 
thumb suckers, who have simply 
shifted to the more socially ap­ 
proved cigarettes.

Many young mothers nowadays

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Sen. 
Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina and 
other right wingers who want to 
put the American military ahead 
of 
civilian 
government

read a little book, “Washington 
Bowed,” by the ex-govemor of 
Maryland. Theodore McKcldtn. 
McKeldin served as governor at 
Annapolis 
in 
the 
oldest 
slate 
house in the nation, where Gen. 
George 
Washington 
relinquished 
his commission as commander of 
the Revolutionary Army. 
The Civilian branch of govern­ 
ment. history records, was at that 
time woefully weak. “The Conti­ 
nental Congreve was without pres- 
tige,” Governor McKeldin writes. 
“The people had virtually forgot­ 
ten that a national body existed. 
The preceding summer* this na­ 
tional body had been obliged to 
flee from 
Philadelphia 
and by 
reason of riots staged by disor­ 
derly soldiers demanding unpaid 
wages.” 
The country was ripe for the 
same

that now endangers France.

Early symptoms of 
frostbite may be mild; soon the 
nerve endings that give warning 
do not function.

Hot w ater bottles should be 
wrrapped,

is best not to open blisters.

IINJURY FROM COLD) 


The United Slates is ui the midst 
of an unusually severe winter, with 
sub - freezing temperatures 
all 
over the nation, even in southern 
Florida and the Rito Grande Val­ 
ley of Texas. 
Many states and regions have 
undergone their severest cold wea­ 
ther in many years, with a conse­ 
quent sharp increase ic more or 
less severe injuries from intense 
cold. 
Be alert for beginning cold in­ 
jury before tissue damage becomes 
severe, cautions Today's Health, 
magazine of the American Med­ 
ical Association, a badly affect­ 
ed part, such as the ears or toes, 
may become aggravatingly sensi­ 
tive to cold. Early symptoms of 
frostbite may be mild; soon the 
nerve endings that give warning 
do not function. 
Once 
affected 
the 
body part 
should be warmed quickly. Im­ 
mersion rn lukewarm — not hot— 
water, or a warm wet towel will 
help. Hot water bottles should be 
wrrapped. 
not 
placed 
directly 
against the skin. Lacking heated 
water, use warm blankets. Do not 
rub the affected part. Give a hot 
liquid, such as coffee. Usually it 
is best not to open blisters. 
For cases of prolonged exposure 
to cold, place the victim in a tub of 
warm water, or wrap hun well. 
Keep the water warm, testing often 
and the room warm, with some 
humidity, After recovery begins, 
dry the victim thoroughly, but don’t 
rub damaged tissue. Then wrap 
him well and give a hot drink.

Vitamins are regulating chemi­ 
cals needed for growth and the 
control of body activitise. it said 
Well-balanced meals provide all 
the vitamins and other nutrients 
the body needs or can use, ac­ 
cording to expert opinion in the 
November issue of the magazine, 
published by 
the American Medi­ 
cal Association. 
Many parents 
equate 
vitamin 
pills with food, Clement A. Smith, 
M.D., associate professor of pedi­ 
atrics, 
Harvard Medical School, 
Boston, said. 
“They have been deceived by 
skillfully 
misleading 
advertise­ 
ments into believing vitamin pills 
will take care of the family's nu­ 
trition,” he said. “Children don’t 
gain 
pep by taking vitamin pills, 
and parents must understand clear­ 
ly that no vitamin, either in food 
or in pill form, is a tonic or stimu­ 
lant. Nor does giving a child more 
vitamins than he needs for normal 
growth sj>eed un this growth rate.” 
William B. Bean, M. D., pro­
